Nearly it hundred mrn and women 
attended this S.C A. conference at St. 
Annes held primarily -"^o that new 
comers might be acquainted with the 
purposes ot the movement, and also 
take advantage of the opportunity the 
trip offered to become better known 
to each other. The various study 
groups which will be held this season 
■were detailed. 

"Where To?'", 
Dave Tough was the first of several 
speakers at the mornin? session. He 
said that the S.C.A. helped to answer 
BKa^ttuc^tlon "Where to?." .so common 
odern times. The students may 
together in groups to ponder on 
perplexities, while men o£ experience 
are there to lead. 

Muriel Duckworth, the next speaker, 
detailed the organization of the move- 
ment. The S.CA. of McGlll and R.V.C. 
she explained to be a branch of the 
S.C.M. of Canada, which is part of 
the world Student Christian Federa- 
tion. She then described the furetions 
of the various committees. 

Murray Brooks, general secretary of 
the S.C.M ., and a graduate of McGill, 
explained the relationships of the na- 
tional organization. John Smlt, the 
local president, spoke a few words in 
Jifalse o£ John K. Molt, the man 
chiefly responsible for the world 
federation. He was followed by Jack 
Lang, who described the S.C.M. of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

John McNaughton, who has spent 
the .gummcr In Europe with the In- 
ternational Students Service, spoke 
briefly on Its work, Martin Estall, 
.-speaking on the value ot the study of 
Jesus* life, concluded the morning 
session. 

Leader* Detcribe Groups 
In separate short afternoon sessions 
for men and women held on the 
campus the various study groups 
were described. The leaders of these 
groups briefly outlined their program. 
I'rofessor Coole will lead a group in 
the study ot unemployment; Phil 
Matthams and his followers will ex- 
amine the social principles o£ Christ; 
Dr. Glfford's section will study St. 
Mark, while Chuck Stewart's will 
concentrate on "Jesus in the Records." 
Mr, E. Amaron will lielj) Tlieologlcai 
Students In their problems. Dr. t'red 
Howes and Martyn Estall will also be 
leaders, ' 

For the co-eds, Mary Blnniore will 
lead a group In "Jesus in the 
Kecords," Grace Grover one in "I>ead- 
ershlp," and Mrs. Uurke a problem 
group which will bo addressed by 
various speakers on various countries. 
Mrs. Amaron will conduct a special 
j;roup for physlcal-eds. 

In the evening session Dr. Best told 
how the self-comj>lacency ot the nine- 
teenth century has been replaced by 
doubt on all matters, especially re- 
ligion. The university, he said, did 
little to relievo this stale. But he ex-

Whether or not cheering .Tnd chccl'lcniling is desirable at McGill was 
discussed by eight prominent undergraduates wiicii Inlcrviowod on Saturday, 
Most ot them wore ot the opinion 'that it slinuUI.bo continued, but with 
modifications. Others differed. 

"The offocllvcness ot organised iliccring at foollinll gnnicî could he 
Kreatly Increased It the spectators could lio brought to rcaiiso the Importance 
of It, both to the team and to thcm.sclvcs," stated Bunny AIcxai;dor, "Kool- 
b.ili players assure us that tho prevailing mental altitude lu. tho stands, has 
a great effect on Ihcni, so that It the crowd Is npaUicttc, the players may 
lose heart. On the other hand, large volumes of organised noise from the 
."Stands arc apt to make the players fei-1 that they arc being carefully w.ntched 
l'y people who are Interested In tliciu. ' 

"It la poor tactics to call for a cheer during an c.\acting play, at an 
anxious moment before a play, or just after a point has been scored against 
the^homo team. It the cheerleader watches the crowd and senses their feel- 
ings, and calls for a cheer only when ho thinks ho can gel a good response, 
his usefulness to his college and his prèstigo among the students wilt be 
grcTlly increased." * _ 

Watt Says No 
'VV.itt's opinion on the problem 
was given In a few words "I could 
never honestly feel that I was "out 
for gore", or see the slightest neces- 
sity for keeping her low or letting her 
go." 

Phil Matthams, captain of the 
water-polo team, propounded the fol- 
lowing views: "Seeing that organised 
cheering is confined to spectacular 
games and not those such as tennis 
or harriers, to be consistent with 
noni.in holiday.s wo must do as the 
Romans did — popular opinion could not 
be followed out until the eniperor 
gave the signal. Thundering thousands 
do not vociferate until tho cheer- 
leader Elves the signal. Except 
that the cheerleader moves all his 
limbs, while the emperor sedately 
turned his thumb, the two positions 
are identical, 

"Early Christians could ...not agree 
with ëmpérôr-wôrship, I cannot 'agree 
with the modern counterpart, 

"But I must say this for an efficient 
cheerleader, with well-organised 
cheering, that he can keep the rooters 
in good humor when the team Is los- 
ing and that there will be no booing 
or hissing. . of Jhe referee, or players," 
Means Nothing 

"As far as the gentle art of running 
goes", remarked a prominent track 
man, "cheering, whether organised or 
otherwise, means slightly less than 
nothing at all to the competitors. The 
mental strain of hitting each lap ac- 
cording to schedule and the physical 
punishment being absorbed is enough 
to make the mind a blank as far as 
outside things are concerned." 

"Personally, I think the decline In 
organised cheering Is an encouraging 
sign ", stated Alex Kdmison, "At- 
tribute It to Individualism or to re- 
ticence or whatever you like, but to- 
day the average undergraduate dis- 
likes having his enthusiasms directed 
by others. Spontaneous cheering Is 
the only variety worthwhile — and like 
other human emotions It cannot be 
governed by stop and go signals." 
Absolutely Essential 

Bob Calhoun, basketball star, be- 
lieves that chearing is absolutely ■ es- 
sential, but that It needs to be well 
lead, and by tlucc ur iiui mon. "The 
more the crowfj clieer, the more they 
feel as it they had s .'ppoi :i-.d the 
team," he affirmed. "Everyone wants 
to do some cheering and they feel 
better when tliere is some vrganlza- 
tlon behind it." 

Bill Sprenger, swimmer, related ex- 
periences,' "The swimming team on 
their trip through the Eastern Stales 
last year were particularly impressed 
by the cheering at Springfield Col-

Building Practice Today 
Tends to MiniiniKc Floor 
Loads, Says Turner 

The students ot the first three 
years In Architecture made a tour o'. 
inspictlon, on Saturday morning of 
tho Aldred Building, Atontreal's new- 
est skyscraper. This building, situ- 
ated on the northeast corner of 
Notre D:ime Street .Tnd Plac6"i)'Arms 
Sfiuare, was designed hy Barrott and 
niackadcr, architects also of th2 lîell 
Telephone Building, and other Jargq 
structures In tho' city, 
■ Mr, P, J, Turner, lecturer in build- 
ing construction, met the students 
outside the building at nine thirty, 
and. before going inside, c.xpl.Tlneil 
the reason for tho e.^terior design, 
the most notable feature of which 
being the setbacks at various lovel-;. 
City building bylaws demand thai 
tho first setback be at a height 
which is one and a halt times thit 
width ot the street It faces. There- 
after tho building sets back o.ie foot 
tor every six in height. 

A descriptive nolo handed to the 
students, mentions that tho nmlerlal 
used for the exterior face Is varie- 
gated Indiana Limestone, with a 
Stanstead granite base. A special 
detail, regarding tho rooting, is that 
on top of the usual bonded roof, a 
sihto wearing surface la laid. This 
allows more than ordinary traffic 
without detriment to the materials. 
View Obscured 

Tho atudent.s, on entering the 
building, were transported to the top 
floor, and from there were led onto 
tho highest roof level, Tho view 
from hero was unfortunately ob- 
sciu-ed by a mist which hung over 
Iho city, luit In spite ot It, the 
height was clearly noticeable ot those 
who leaned over tho parapet. Tho 
chimney top Is 315 feet above tho

RED TEAM BEST IN THIRD QUARTER 

Fifteen Thousand Fans Saw McGill Fight to Finish, Making 
Few Errors, And Playing Well — Blue Team Used 
Aerial Attack After First Quarter, While Red Men 
Shone as Ground Gainers — All Played Good Game.

Varsity StacHum, Toronto, October 11. — Jack Sinclair, Big 
Bertha of the Toronto Var.^ity football squad, fired enough 
missies from one of the best educated toe.s ever seen in Canadian 
football, enabling him to scupper the good ship. McGill, on Satur- 
day afternoon, in the opening game of tho intercollegiate sche- 
dule. The .score was 11-1 against the red and white, and Sinclair 
was responsible for every blue tally. Two field goals, and five 
singles was his bag for the afternoon's sport, which wa.s wit- 
nessed by 15,000 howling Torontonians, in a sweltering heat. 

Not only did the great Varsity punter account for all the 
neces.sary points to dash the McGill team'.s hopes, but he also 
kept them on the defensive the whole game, fighting away back 
in their own territory, in order to prevent a rapidl.v rising ,''core. 
Only in one quarter, the third, were the red and white able to 
force their opponents back where they would have been, if such 
a powerful kicker had not kept them to the fore. Again, and 
again Sinclair would hoist the ball way up into the air, and over 
60 yards, to where a battered Doherty, or Hammond would be 
waiting, and praying wjith a half a dozen blue and white tacklera 
ready to make tKieDcill^^T!

Students at Work 

EVERY now and again we are reminded 
by some educationalist, professor, or 
editorial in our college newspapers, of our 
>«6ponsibilitie9 as students — that while we 
fcre at the university we should ever search 
for truth ana""maintain open minds. No 
doubt during term time at least some stu- 
dents are true to these ideals. 

And j'ct in the summer we are prone 
jsompletcly io forget these responsibilities, 
lind are willing to take summer work of 
iany description provided it is a good 
hioney-making proposition. It is true that 
ttiany studcnt.s mu.st make sufficient money 
in the summer to carry them through the 
.winter, but that is no reason why they 
fehould close their eyes completely to jobs 
.where it is possible to develop in practice 
.what they have been theorising on during 
J;he term. 

Mr. Fisher, former minister of educa- 
.lion in Great Britain, remarkéd on this 
tendency in student life in America, in a 
sp&M^^^pre the International Student 
Send^'S^ference at Oxford last summer. 
He maintained that students on this side of 
the water studied all winter and then when 
spring came and exams were over they 
jjut their books away and went off to jobs 
as waiters, salesmen, and so on, and com- 
pletely forgot their studies. We need not 
iagree with his English attitude to summer 
yrbrk for students, for he does not appear 
to encourage it, but we can make a com- 
promise by attempting at least to obtain 
.work which relates more closely to our 
btudies. , , 

For example, it seems rather ridiculous 
for economics students to be working as 
;waiters in the summer when they should 
ibe searching for positions where they can 
flee actual industrial conditions. When will 
M student fully understand unemployment 
if he is never in the position of wage earner 
himself? So also it seems a mistaken idea 
jto encourage theological students to take 
piission fields when they are not yet ac- 
jquainted with life in the actual, and do not 
know the problems facing the average lay- 
pi&n who is involved in the social struggle. 

After all, what is the use of studying 
all this theory if we are going to disregard 
it just as soon we enter a profession or 
Jjusiness? A way to make it real and gen- 
■uine is to go out and find it actually "in 
the flesh" — by means of carefully chosen 
jsummer work. 



. <3^x:ed Intelligence 

SOMEONE • has said that regardless of 
mental fitness, every one who so de- 
sires should receive the benefits of educa- 
.;tion. On hearing this, another educational- 
ist threw up his hands and exclaimed on 
^;he evils of the world in general and in par- 
iticular on the evils of the time that could 
produce such wild statements as this. Edu- 
(cate everyone who wishes for education if 
you must, he answered, but at least keep 
: (those who are better fitted to reap advan- 
tage separate from those who must be 
^poon-fed throughout their college courses. 

The former argument will undoubtedly 
jappeal to moralists and socialists. There 
.^hould, says present-day thought, be equal 
opportunity for everyone in education as in 
all. other walks of life. But the most prom- 
inent educators refuse to accept the social- 
istic doctrine in its entirity, advancing the 
jargument that educational standards are 
going to be deplorably reduced if a general 
invitation, regardless of academic standing, 
is extended to all. There will, they claim, 
Jje a general slowing up of the whole pro- 
Jiess. The bright student will have to move 
fit the pace of the lame duck and this back- 
;iWard one will take the greater. part of the 
'^'attention of the instructor, who would be 
doing himself and the community a greater 
jservice if he devoted himself to the cleverer 
-piembers of his classes and left the dull- 
iards to their own devices.

sidewalk, nnd the students wer6 on a 
platform, about ten feet ' below it. 
The building consists of , 23 office 
floors, a. basement cntetei'ià, n sub- 
hnscment, nnd a tank room on top 
ot the building. 

.Mr. A. M. Anderson, the architect's 
superintendant then took charge of 
the tour, and led the students floor 
by floor down the entire building, 
explaining what came to view dur- 
ing tho descent, Ke said that the 
building* was Intended for offices, 
lhat much ot the space was already 
rented for that purpose. 

A feaure of the building Is Its use 
of new materials nnd product::. ' All 
windows In the building nre^of metal 
and are so constructed, as to obviate 
the necessity of weather stripping 
Radiators are hung clear of the flooi-, 
from a projecting metal 'angle on 
the window sill, AA'lth a few excep- 
tions, the doors , are of the hollow 
nictnl type, nnd are hung on steel 
flames. 

Floor Loads Mlnimissd ' 

: ^ 

"Building practice today tends to 
minimise floor loads," said Mr, 
Turner, AA'Ilh this end In view, all 
interior partitions are constructed of 
Haydito, a porous concrete block, 
wliich unites light weight with 
.strength, nnd freedom from the fire 
hazard. 

Another comparatively new mn- 
Icrial Is black glass, which Is used, 
between the Nvliidows of the two top 
storeys, ot certain setbacks. The 
effect produced Is of a window run- 
ning tlio liolglit ot two normal floors. 

A. complete conduit system has 
been laid In tho floors to carry the 
low tension wires for telephones and 
bells. This obvlntCH llin need ot 
cutting through walls nnd floors In 
order to Install, conduits, for . these 
services, 

A .vacuum cleaning system has been 
Installed in the building with plugs 
at convenient points on all floors. 
Tho cleaners have only to altarh a 
hose to tho outlet, In order lo bo 
able to UBo Ihe attachments sup- 
plied tor their tasks. 

Everything Modern 

The building has been planned In 
the most modern manner. All out- 
hIcIo light has been saved for the 
offices, by putting the utility j-ooms, 
such ns lavalorioa and .janitors do. jls 
Insldo tho building, and veiilllating 
them by mechanical means. T|-e 
elevator halls have been placed In 
the rear of Iho building, nil of IIieriT 
having external light. They are bo- 
iiiK allraollvely finished, tho wall;i 
in marble, and thn floors In leirazzo. 
Tho clevnlors themselves, are to he 



tinlriipd 111 teak with broniio inlay, 
while their mechanical oqulpment Is 
lo be of tho latest supernulomatlo 
control type. 

Tho Iicnting system uses steam 
provided by three boilers totaling 
075 horsepower, nnd is estima led lo 
keep the building at 70 degrees, e en 
when tho oiitsldo tempcrnluro drops 
0.1 low as twenty below •/.rro. 'I'bis 
amply covers Montreal's winter 
weather at Its extreme, ns • well as 
leaving iKsiifficlenl margin ot fiifety. 
I5lctrlc BorvlcG enters tho biillling nt 
I2.'iOli volls and Is reduced to working 
vijllagc In six main transformers. 

Tho design of tho building followt 
Iho latest trend In architecture, the 
prominent lines being vertical, nnd 
tho ornnincnlntlon being secondary 
lo the general mass of Iho bnlbllng. 
'I'lils cnn b!> best nppre< lali-(I I)y 
Viewing Its Kllhouctto • from the 
corner ot Crnig Street nnd St. I,nv- 
rcnce, whence, on a sunny niirnlng 
Iho detnll Is lost In shadow, lenvlng 
on'7 n dark grey moss of ptors and 
(owers.
